.Policeman Testify. 


Police officers who saw Thaw the 


night of the tragedy declared he act- 
ed rationally. Captain Hodgins of the 
Tenderloin precinct, however, quali- 
fied his answer to the question by say- 
ing once that "for a man who had 
just committed murder, Thaw acted 
rationally" This was stricken out, 
and he said: "Well, his eyes had a 
stare such as they show as I now look 
at 
them." This answer also was 


stricken out and finally the captain 
decUred: "Well, he seemed more ra- 
Uonal 'than irrational — and that's the 
best answer I can give." 


Many of the witnesses called, by the 


state during the presentation of the 
case in chief were recalled. 
All de- 


clared Thaw seemed to them to be 
rational. 


Mr. Jerome called to the stand Dr. 


Rudolph Witthaus, a chemist and ex- 
pert in poispns. The district attorney 
fiamed a hypothetical question cover- 
ing Evelyn Nesbit's description of her 
night with Stanford White in the 
Twenty-fourth street house, and asked 
if there was any known poison which 
would «ause Insensibility in two min- 
utes and p«rmit of the quick recovery 
testified to by Harry Thaw's wife. 
Around this vital point, opening up 
as it did a path through which the 
prosecutor could march hia forces in 
attack upon th« truth or falsity ot 
Mis. Thaw's story, the itorm of argu- 
ment raced for an hour or more. Mr. 
Jerome pleaded with Justice Fitzger- 
ald at treat length. Mr. Delmas in 
reply cited Mr. Jerome's own words at 
(he beginning ot the trial.

Secretary Gar- 
field of the interior department is 
completing the details of this order.

Sacramento, Cal., March 32.—An- 


other appeal was made by President 
Roosevelt to the California general 
assembly to suspend Japanese legis- 
lation,1he request being made through 
Governor Gillette. The ptesident ex- 
pressed the fear that the action of the 
senate Saturday in passing the two 
Japanese bills and a lesolution may 
render ineffective his efforts to secure 
exclusion of Japanese laborers by 
friendly agieement with Japan. The 
president's message read: 


"Action of the legislature reported 


in papers most unfortunate in effect 
upon my efforts to secure exclusion 
of Japanese laborers by 
frirndly 


agreement, and if continued will piob- 
ably render recent legislation of con- 
gress for That purpose 
ineffective. 


Please secure suspension of further 
action until receipt of letter from me." 
- The governor transmitted the presi- 
dent's 
telegram 
to the 
assembly, 


where action was to have been uikeu. 
on the two bills and the resolution 
adopted by the senate, with a message 
recommending and urging that th» 
president's request be acceded to. On 
Stanton's motion, the assembly by a 
viva voce vote decided to take no 
action on the bills on file. 


The mes&age created something of 


a sensation in the lower house. Grove 
L. Johnson arose, expressed his con- 
fidence in tlie governor and president, 
believed the matter should be left to 
them, and moved that it be (he sense 
of the assembly that no action be 
taken on the Japanese question at 
this session. The motion was carried. 


The action referred to by the presi- 


dent was the pa.ssage of the bill limit- 
ing the age of children when first en- 
teilng primary schools to 10 years, 
the measure prepared by the Jap- 
anese-Korean Exclusion league sub- 
mitting the question of Asiatic exclu- 
sion to a vote of the people, and a 
resolution protesting against Japanese 
naturalization.
